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Undaunted  by  the  rain  and  cold,  APS  volunteers  Installed  4,000  feet  of  fence 
around  the  core  garden  and  the  research  plot  on  Barnes  Butte. 


APS  Volunteers  at  DBG 

On  Saturday,  March  10,  more  than 
300  hardy  APS  employees  braved  the 
rain,  wind  and  cold  and,  in  one  mas¬ 
sive  volunteer  effort  provided  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  one  of  the  Garden’s  most  per¬ 
sistent  problems... rabbit  predation. 

Over  the  years  we  have  tried  to  pro¬ 
tect  our  plant  collection  from  foraging 
rabbits  by  “caging”  individual  plants 
in  chicken  wire  and  by  enclosing  criti¬ 
cal  areas  with  fence  or  wire.  During 
the  recent  construction  at  the  Garden, 
some  of  this  fence  was  removed  dur¬ 
ing  trenching  for  water  power  and 
telephone  lines  and  to  allow  access  to 
the  site  for  equipment  and  deliveries. 
The  result  was  a  dramatic  increase  in 
damage  to  the  plants  from  rabbit 
predation,  especially  the  tender  new 
plantings. 

So  when  APS’s  employee  volunteer 
coordinator  presented  the  possibility 


of  a  major  work  project  involving  more 
than  a  thousand  hours  of  volunteer 
time  in  a  single  day,  the  idea  of  build¬ 
ing  a  rabbit-proof  fence  around  the 
core  garden  and  around  the  research 
plot  on  Barnes  Butte  was  proposed 
for  their  consideration. 

It  took  many  hours  of  planning  and 
meetings  between  APS  liaisons  and 
their  DBG  staff  counterparts  to  orga¬ 
nize  the  details  of  this  project.  The 
Arizona  Public  Service  Corporation, 
which  encourages  its  employees  to 
participate  in  community  service  pro¬ 
jects,  provided  additional  support  by 
making  equipment  and  tools  available 
and  arranging  for  donations  of  other 
equipment  and  supplies. 

March  10  dawned  wet,  gray  and 
cold,  but  it  didn’t  begin  to  dampen  the 
spirits  of  the  hundreds  of  men,  women 
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Director's  Message 

In  the  last  newsletter,  we  talked  about 
a  series  of  improvements  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  contributions  by  our  board  of 
trustees.  Now  I'm  pleased  to 
announce  that  three  of  these  projects 
have  been  completed  and  are  being 
used  and  appreciated  by  staff  and 
Garden  visitors. 

One  complaint  that  we  had  from  visi¬ 
tors  on  a  daily  basis  was  the 
absence  of  a  restroom  at  the  Garden 
entrance.  As  part  of  the  Gift  Shop 
renovation,  we  have  provided  a  pub¬ 
lic  restroom  with  access  from  the  out¬ 
side  on  the  west  side  of  the  building. 
Inside  the  Gift  Shop  we  installed  a 
new  ceiling,  new  lighting,  and  new 
carpet.  We  replaced  the  existing  alu¬ 
minum  frame  doors  with  French 
doors,  and  added  a  new  security 
system  as  well. 

We  also  stuccoed  the  outside  of  the 
Gift  Shop  building  to  be  visually  more 
compatible  with  the  exterior  of 
Webster  Auditorium.  Inside,  the  dis¬ 
play  and  service  areas  of  the  shop 
have  taken  on  a  more  contemporary 
look. 

The  second  set  of  improvements, 
perhaps  the  most  exciting  one,  is  the 
creation  of  a  terraced  patio  on  the 
south  side  of  Webster  Auditorium. 

This  area  behind  the  building  used  to 
be  a  service  area  with  metal  storage 
sheds,  a  rather  rickety  carport,  a 
dumpster,  very  intrusive  power  lines 
and  a  crumbling  asphalt  parking  lot. 

All  of  that  has  been  removed,  and  in 
its  place  is  a  dramatically  beautiful 
three-level  patio  stepping  up  from  the 
base  of  the  building  to  the  hill.  At  its 
March  meeting,  the  Desert  Botanical 
Garden  Board  of  Trustees  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  designate  the 
Garden’s  new  terraced  patio  as 
Ullman  Terrace,  in  honor  of  trustee 
Virginia  M.  Ullman. 

Virginia  Ullman  spearheaded  the  lat¬ 
est  round  of  Garden  improvements 
with  a  challenge  grant  to  the  trustees. 
The  board  unanimously  met  her  chal¬ 
lenge.  The  terrace  is  named  for  her 
to  honor  her  vision  and  commitment 
to  the  Garden. 

In  addition,  the  board  designated  a 
special  portion  of  Ullman  Terrace  as 
the  Douglas  Arroyo  Garden  in  honor 


of  Cliff  and  Marilyn  Douglas.  The 
Douglas  family  made  significant  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  completion  of  Ullman 
Terrace. 

The  landscape  design  for  Ullman 
Terrace  was  contributed  by  land¬ 
scape  architect  Steve  Martino.  Other 
contributors  to  Ullman  Terrace  were: 
Arid  Zone  Trees,  Pavestone  Inc., 
Desert  Mountain  Development,  Des¬ 
ert  Tree  Farm,  J.F.  Ellis  Corporation, 
Phoenix  Home  and  Garden  Mag¬ 
azine  and  Mountain  States  Nursery. 

Daily  food  service  is  available  at  the 
Terrace  Cafe,  utilizing  the  new 
kitchen  built  last  summer  with  funds 
received  from  COMPAS.  Seating  at 
attractive  tables  and  chairs  with 
shade  umbrellas  gives  the  Terrace 
Cafe  the  feeling  of  an  outdoor  mar¬ 
ket.  Ullman  Terrace  also  has  a  series 
of  low  stucco  walls  and  benches  for 
informal  seating,  and  more  than  fifty 
large  desert  shade  trees  characterize 
the  area. 

This  will  become  a  major  activity  cen¬ 
ter  for  the  Garden.  Not  only  will  we 
be  offering  daily  food  service,  but  we 
will  be  able  to  expand  the  Music  in 
the  Garden  program  and  offer  other 
performances  and  social  activities. 
This  new  area,  combined  with 
Webster  Auditorium  and  Eliot  Patio, 
will  make  the  Garden  much  more  ver¬ 
satile  in  the  spaces  it  can  provide  for 
public  use. 


The  display  of  trees  and  plants,  the 
wonderful  setting  at  the  base  of  the 
hill  with  views  overlooking  the 
Garden  and  the  Papago  Buttes, 
make  the  Garden  a  very  special 
place  for  members  and  visitors  to 
bring  friends,  spend  the  day  and 
enjoy  a  pleasant  lunch. 

We  made  sure  during  the  planning 
process  to  include  electrical  service 
throughout  the  patio  area  so  we  will 
have  maximum  flexibility  for  lighting 
and  sound  systems  for  future  pro¬ 
grams  and  events. 

The  third  area  of  improvement  will 
begin  in  May.  It  is  the  Fleischer 
Propagation  Center,  which  is 
designed  to  upgrade  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Garden’s  entire  plant  col¬ 
lection  through  the  propagation  of 
new  plant  collections  and  the  rehabil¬ 
itation  of  ailing  plants.  It  will  also  pro¬ 
vide  a  place  for  maintaining  popula¬ 
tions  of  rare  and  endangered 
species  and  growing  out  new  speci¬ 
mens  of  these  plants. 

Initially,  the  center  will  consist  of  two 
large  greenhouses  and  propagation 
work  buildings  with  plenty  of  bench 
space  and  a  seed  storage  laboratory. 
There  will  be  a  large  outdoor  area  for 
plants  that  need  full  sun,  and  a 
shaded  area  for  plants  that  need  fil¬ 
tered  sun.  The  greenhouses  will  con¬ 
tain  plants  that  require  greater  envi¬ 
ronmental  modification. 

All  of  these  improvements  were  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of 
our  board  of  trustees,  and  it  is  evi¬ 
dence  of  their  strong  commitment 
and  their  participation  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  and  future  development  of  the 
Garden. 

The  next  phase  of  development  of 
visitor  amenities  will  involve  some 
modification  of  the  existing  path  sys¬ 
tem,  a  new  path  surface,  more 
shaded  seating  areas,  more  drinking 
fountains,  and  a  whole  new  system  of 
directional  and  informational  signs 
throughout  the  Garden.  When  all  of 
these  improvements  are  completed 
we  will  have  a  vastly  improved  facility 
from  the  standpoint  of  visitor  comfort, 
communication  with  visitors,  and  visi¬ 
tors’  enjoyment  of  the  Garden.

I  am  very  proud  to  be  associated  with 
so  large,  loving,  talented  and  dedi¬ 


cated  a  family.  I  think  about  and  miss 
you  each  day  and  will  wear  with  pride 
the  magnificent  belt  buckle  with  which 
I  was  presented.  It  is  the  essence  of 
harmony  among  divergent  elements. 

That  same  harmony  has  also  charac¬ 
terized  the  development  of  the  Desert 
Botanical  Garden  in  recent  years. 
Long  may  that  attitude  persist.  I  wish 
you  all  a  long,  pleasant  and  construc¬ 
tive  association  with  the  Garden.

Cactus  House 

The  horticulture  department  is  making 
careful  observations  of  the  collection 
in  the  Cactus  House  this  spring.  Some 
of  the  lath  and  side  panels  in  the 
Cactus  House  were  removed  last  fall 
to  provide  additional  light  for  these 
plants,  and  new  frost-protection  mea¬ 
sures  were  used  this  winter  in  an  effort 
to  minimize  damage  to  this  collection. 

Early  indications  are  that  many  plants 
are  exhibiting  more  vigorous  growth, 
and  some  individuals  that  had  not 
flowered  in  recent  years  are  showing 
blooms  this  spring. 

This  collection  will  be  carefully  moni¬ 
tored  this  summer  to  prevent  stress 
from  drought  and  heat,  especially 
high  nighttime  temperatures.

Mesquite  Beanpods:  Help 
Us  Again  This  Summer! 

Thanks  to  your  help  last  summer  we 
had  enough  mesquite  bean  pods  for 
the  whole  year!  We  keep  a  constant 
supply  on  the  Plants  and  People  Trail 
for  visitors  to  pound  into  flour.  Every 
bag  of  beanpods  you  brought  in 
helped  us  meet  our  need  of  600 
gallons. 

What:  Collect  ripe  (tan  and  brittle) 
beanpods  from  any  species  of 
mesquite  tree. 

How:  Pick  directly  from  the  tree  or 
rake  up  freshly  fallen  pods.  (Bean- 
pods  that  have  fallen  should  not  have 
gotten  wet  because  that  causes  them 
to  spoil.)  If  possible,  keep  leaf  litter, 
grass  or  other  debris  out  of  the  raked 
pods. 

Drop  off  the  bags  of  beanpods  at  the 
Admissions  Area  of  the  Garden.

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Around  the  Grounds: 

Wildflower  Garden 

“Pavement  to  posies”might  be  a  good 
slogan  for  one  of  the  Garden’s  new 
planting  projects.  Nearly  15,000 
square  feet  of  former  parking  lot 
northwest  of  the  Gift  Shop  has  been 
transformed  into  a  Sonoran  Wildflower 
Garden. 

Work  began  last  fall,  with  tractors 
loosening  the  heavily  compacted  soil 
and  removing  large  pieces  of  caliche. 
An  automatic  sprinkler  system  was 
installed  and  volunteers  from  the 
Arizona  Native  Plant  Society  helped 
build  a  fence  around  the  perimeter  for 
rabbit  protection. 

Arizona  Native  Plant  Society  members 
turned  out  again  in  October,  joined  by 
members  of  Tempe  Garden  Club,  to 
do  final  soil  preparation  and  plant 
seed.  Sixty  different  types  of  wildflow- 
ers  native  to  the  Sonoran  Desert  were 
planted,  including  familiar  species 
such  as  Mexican  poppy  and  lupine, 
as  well  as  some  less  well-known 
species  with  intriguing  names  like 
ghost  flower,  bird  cage  primrose  and 
wind  poppy. 

A  timely  rain  fell  within  an  hour  of 
planting,  no  doubt  contributing  to  the 
rapid  and  abundant  germination  of 
seed  (Mexican  poppy  seedlings  were 
observed  within  four  days). 

Rome  wasn’t  built  in  a  day. ..neither 
was  the  Sonoran  Wildflower  Garden. 
Many  more  hours  of  work  were  put  in 
by  horticulture  aides  and  staff  to  com¬ 
plete  the  project.  Rita  Anthony  of  Wild 
Seed  ,  Inc.,  has  been  a  special  con¬ 
sultant  to  the  projects,  and  also  gen¬ 
erously  provided  the  seed. 

Regular  irrigation  from  the  overhead 
sprinklers  supplemented  the  scant 
rainfall  received  so  far  and  we 
watched  the  wildflower  garden 
become  greener  each  day. 

Because  a  number  of  the  species 
planted  have  never  been  studied  in 
cultivation,  we  will  be  making  obser¬ 
vations  and  taking  photographs 
throughout  the  season.  One  thing  we 
noticed  early  on  is  predation  by  birds 
of  tender  seedlings  in  areas  not  cov¬ 
ered  by  netting. 

The  wide  variety  of  wildflowers 
planted  should  ensure  a  long  season 
of  bloom.  Some  early  bloomers 
started  in  February,  and  by  mid- 
March  we  were  enjoying  a  colorful 


display  that  continues  as  of  this  writ¬ 
ing.  Summer  blooming  species,  sown 
later  on,  will  extend  the  flowering  sea¬ 
son  unto  fall  when  next  spring’s  wild¬ 
flowers  germinate  and  begin  their 
cycle  anew.  Visitors  can  enjoy  the 
ever-changing  scene  as  they  walk 
from  the  parking  lot  to  the  Garden 
entrance. 

Horticulture 

The  recent  construction  projects  and 
the  addition  of  new  facilities  has  also 
added  large  new  areas  of  plantings 
to  the  horticulture  department’s 
responsibilities. 

In  the  new  parking  lot,  we  planted 
more  than  200  trees  and  nearly  2,000 
shrubs  and  flowering  plants,  and 
installed  a  drip  irrigation  system.  At 
Ullman  Terrace,  an  irrigation  system 
was  installed  to  support  the  planting 
of  more  than  50  large  boxed  trees 
and  the  planned  addition  of  hundreds 
of  shrubs  and  flowering  plants  in  com¬ 
ing  months. 

The  plantings  at  Ullman  Terrace 
presented  special  problems.  The 
trees,  in  boxes  from  48"  to  54", 
required  planting  holes  twice  their 
size.  To  do  the  excavation,  members 
of  the  horticulture  and  maintenance 
staff  worked  in  shifts,  seven  days  a 
week  for  several  weeks,  running  a 
back-hoe  and  a  ram-hoe,  then  work¬ 
ing  with  picks  and  shovels  in  the 
unyielding  rocky  soil. 

As  the  crane  lowered  each  tree  into  its 
hole,  Cesar  Mazier,  superintendent  of 
horticulture,  looking  for  all  the  world 
like  the  conductor  of  some  grand 
symphony,  directed  the  precise 
placement  of  each  paloverde,  acacia 
and  mesquite  tree.  Within  two  weeks 
the  trees  broke  dormancy  and  leafed 
out,  a  tribute  to  the  painstaking  care 
and  preparation  that  went  into  the 
planting  effort. 

The  addition  of  thousands  of  new 
plants  to  care  for  has  greatly 
increased  the  workload  of  the  horticul¬ 
tural  staff.  It  would  have  been  impos¬ 
sible  to  complete  these  projects  and 
to  continue  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  Garden’s  plant  collection  with¬ 
out  the  assistance  of  more  than  25 
hard-working,  dedicated  volunteer 
horticulture  aides. 

Library 

During  the  remodeling  and  restora¬ 
tion  of  Webster  Auditorium  last  sum¬ 
mer,  the  DBG  library’s  collection  of 
books,  serial  publication  and  prints 


had  to  be  carefully  packed  up  and 
stored  off-site. 

In  November  and  December  we 
began  the  huge  task  of  unpacking 
more  than  300  boxes  of  books  and 
reshelving  them  in  their  proper  loca¬ 
tion  in  the  library.  The  task  of  getting 
all  the  books  on  the  shelf  in  proper 
order  was  undertaken  by  a  team  of 
library  volunteers  who  worked 
through  a  few  shelves  a  week.  The 
books  were  arranged  in  order 
according  to  their  Library  of 
Congress  designation:  QK  is  botany; 
QK495  is  flowering  plants;  S  is  agri¬ 
culture;  and  SB  is  horticulture.  Those 
classifications  took  care  of  most  of 
the  books,  with  scatterings  in  GL  ani¬ 
mals  and  E  American  History. 

The  library’s  collection  of  journals  and 
magazines  is  separate  from  other 
publications  and  is  organized  in 
alphabetical  order  either  by  organiza¬ 
tion  (“B”  for  Brooklyn  Botanic 
Garden)  or  by  the  name  of  the  journal 
(“R”  for  Rhodora). 

Richter  Library  functions  as  the 
botanical  information  retrieval  center 
for  the  Desert  Botanical  Garden.  An 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Garden,  demand  for  the  use  of  the 
library  and  its  collections  and  ser¬ 
vices  continues  to  grow.  Through  the 
use  of  reciprocal  agreements  with 
other  libraries,  networks  of  librarians, 
shared  resources  with  other  muse¬ 
ums  and  horticultural  organizations 
and  translation  of  foreign  documents, 
we  have  increased  the  usefulness  of 
the  library’s  collections. 

Reference  responses  to  research 
staff  problems  (“do  we  have  that 
issue  of  Flora  Zambesiaca  on  gourds 
yet?”),  long  distance  queries  (“how 
can  I  contact  the  Germplasm 
Resource  Information  Network?”), 
questions  from  Arizona  State 
University,  University  of  Arizona,  and 
community  college  students,  and  an 
increasing  number  of  architects  and 
land  use  planners  looking  for  informa¬ 
tion  about  desert  adapted  plants, 
soils  and  agroecology  (“what  do  you 
have  on  water-harvesting?”)  make  for 
a  fairly  typical  day. 

The  library  is  open  to  Garden  visitors 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  from 
9  to  1,  and  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
from  1  to  5.  Librarian  Jane  Cole  and 
volunteer  library  aides  can  respond 
to  telephone  inquiries  Monday 
through  Friday  between  9  and  5.

and  children  who  arrived  at  7  a.m. 
and  worked  through  noon.  Those  who 
weren’t  able  to  work  on  the  fencing 
cleared  the  new  parking  lot  islands 
and  entry  road,  removing  rocks  and 
litter.  By  the  end  of  the  project  they 
had  installed  4,000  linear  feet  of  rab¬ 
bit-proof  fence  and  filled  an  entire 
dumpster  with  rocks. 

Cold,  wet,  and  tired  but  undaunted 
and  in  high  spirits,  everyone  gathered 
at  noon  on  the  new  Ullman  Terrace  for 
a  slightly  damp  but  delicious  barbe¬ 
cue  lunch  with  all  the  fixin’s. 

The  benefits  of  this  project  will  be  felt 
for  many  years.  By  keeping  rabbits 
out  of  critical  areas  of  the  Garden  we 
can  expect  to  see  a  significant  reduc¬ 
tion  in  damage  to  existing  plants  and 
a  much  higher  survival  rate  for  new 
plantings. 

We  are  indebted  to  all  of  the  APS  vol¬ 
unteers  who  participated  in  this  pro¬ 
ject  and  the  corporate  spirit  of  APS 
which  supports  such  worthwhile  activ¬ 
ities.

Director's  Message 

Dear  Members, 

The  summer  of  1990  will  always  be  a 
memorable  one  for  the  Desert 
Botanical  Garden.  It  began  at  the 
Valley  Forward  Environmental  Excel¬ 
lence  Awards  dinner  where  the 
Garden  received  the  evening’s  high¬ 
est  honor,  The  Presidents  Award. 
This  major  award,  along  with  another 
trophy  for  the  historic  rehabilitation  of 
Webster  Auditorium,  signaled  a 
growing  community  awareness  of  the 
value  and  contributions  of  the  Desert 
Botanical  Garden. 

Then,  in  early  July,  the  Garden  was 
informed  that  Webster  Auditorium 
had  been  entered  into  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  And  just 
as  the  excitement  from  these  achieve¬ 
ments  had  begun  to  die  down  we 
received  word  that  our  assistant 
director,  Gary  Paul  Nabhan,  had  been 
awarded  a  prestigious  MacArthur 
Fellowship.  This  recognition  was  soon 
followed  by  the  announcement  that 
Dr.  Nabhan  was  the  recipient  of  a 
second  major  award,  a  Pew  Scholars 
Grant.  These  awards  dramatically 
underscored  the  national  and  interna¬ 
tional  significance  of  the  Garden’s 
research  programs  under  Dr.  Nab- 
han’s  leadership. 

In  an  editorial  about  the  Garden,  The 
Scottsdale  Progress  wrote:  “For 
those  who  don’t  already  know  it, 
these  awards  point  out  what  an  asset 
the  Desert  Botanical  Garden  is  to  the 
Valley.” 

The  summer  was  also  memorable  for 
its  weather.  The  staff  worked  hard  to 
bring  our  collection  through  the 
intense  heat  of  late  June  when  the 
thermometer  reached  122  degrees  F. 
August  was  kinder  to  the  plant  col-  * 
lection — good  summer  rains  have 
left  the  plants  in  good  condition  for 
the  fall.  New  trees  and  shrubs 
planted  in  the  parking  area  and  on 
Ullman  Terrace  have  grown  rapidly 
over  the  summer.  We  are  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  fall  and  winter  season  at 
the  Garden  as  we  improve  our  col¬ 
lection  and  continue  our  outstanding 
research  endeavors.

Visiting  Honduras, 
Central  America

It  had  been  three  years  since  I  had 
visited  my  homeland  of  Honduras. 
My  trip  was  planned  for  June,  but  I 
had  been  eagerly  looking  forward  to 
it  for  months.  I  was  anxious  to  see  my 
family,  and  I  was  excited  about  the 
idea  of  investigating  the  local  flora 
and  fauna.  Though  I  had  done  agri¬ 
cultural  research  in  Honduras  for 
seven  years  before  coming  to  work  at 
the  Desert  Botanical  Garden,  I  had 
never  paid  particular  attention  to  the 
natural  aspects  of  my  country.  I 
remembered  seeing  a  cactus  here 
and  there,  and  a  few  birds,  but  noth¬ 
ing  specific.  So  in  a  way,  this  trip  was 
like  seeing  Honduras  for  the  first 
time,  because  now  the  native  plants 
are  of  great  interest  to  me,  and  I  have 
become  an  avid  bird  watcher. 

The  first  thing  I  saw  as  I  got  off  the 
plane  (down  an  old-fashioned  stair 
ramp)  was  a  huge  Agave  americana, 
var.  mediopicta  (the  yellow  one). 
There  was  also  another  smaller 
agave  and  a  prickly-pear  that  was  as 
large  as  Opuntia  ficus  indica.  Dr. 
Allan  Zimmerman,  research  botanist 
and  cactus  taxonomist,  accompa¬ 
nied  me  on  the  trip,  and  we  became 
very  excited  about  the  possibilities  of 
seeing  agaves,  cacti  and  succulents 
in  Honduras. 

After  spending  some  time  with  rela¬ 
tives  we  began  to  explore  the  sights 
of  Tegucigalpa,  the  capital  city.  We 
walked  around  the  city  going  from 
park  to  park,  watching  birds  and 
checking  the  local  flora.  We  saw 
enormous  euphorbias,  and  bougain¬ 
villea  with  trunks  18  inches  wide 
(they  never  freeze  there). 

After  seeing  the  capital,  we  ventured 
into  the  outlying  countryside.  One  of 
the  most  interesting  places  was  La 
Tigre  National  Park,  approximately 
twenty  miles  from  the  capital.  This 
mountainous  rain  forest  preserve  is 
an  ideal  spot  for  observing  plants 
and  birds.  As  we  hiked  deep  into  the 
rain  forest  we  checked  out  the  dense 
canopy.  At  first,  we  saw  epiphytic 
bromeliads  but  no  birds.  I  heard  a 
loud  noise  and  looked  up,  but  didn’t 


see  anything.  Suddenly,  I  heard  Dr. 
Zimmerman  say,  “Holy  smoke!” — and 
I  turned  around  just  in  time  to  see 
one  of  the  most  famous  birds  of  the 
region,  a  magnificent  quetzal.  These 
birds  are  rarely  seen,  because  they 
usually  stay  up  high  in  the  dense 
canopy  of  the  rain  forest.  This  really 
was  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  trip, 
because  though  I  was  expecting  to 
see  many  new  birds  I  never  dreamed 
I  would  see  a  quetzal.  Although  their 
call  is  often  heard  in  the  rain  forest,  I 
had  never  known  of  anyone  who  had 
actually  seen  one. 

After  La  Tigre  we  traveled  to  southern 
Honduras,  which  is  a  semi-arid  zone. 
We  traveled  along  the  side  roads  and 
made  many  stops  along  the  way  to 
check  out  prickly-pears  and  Acan- 
thocereus.  In  several  hours  we  hadn’t 
seen  much  until  we  spotted  a  colum¬ 
nar  cactus  that  was  about  fifteen  feet 
tall.  This  plant  was  on  private  prop¬ 
erty,  so  we  spoke  to  the  owner  and 
asked  where  she  had  gotten  the  cac¬ 
tus.  She  told  us  that  she  had 
obtained  a  cutting  from  Perspire,  a  lit¬ 
tle  village  off  the  main  road.  Excited 
about  tracking  the  range  of  this  plant, 
we  arrived  in  Perspire  to  find  many 
more  of  the  same  species.  After  ask¬ 
ing  the  local  people  where  these 
cacti  were,  we  traveled  on  to  a  vil¬ 
lage  called  Apacilagua.  As  we 
approached  the  village  we  saw 
Cereus  cacti  on  both  sides  of  the 
road,  some  of  which  appeared  to  be 
Stenocereus  solata. 

I  was  amazed.  I  had  traveled  that 
road  at  least  fifty  times  as  a  research 
agronomist  and  I  had  never  noticed 
them.  The  cacti  of  Honduras,  as  well 
as  the  natural  beauty  of  the  region, 
fascinated  me  for  the  first  time  in  my 
life.  I  was  seeing  my  native  country 
from  a  whole  new  perspective. 

Dr.  Zimmerman  and  I  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  in  the  field  observing 
and  collecting  plant  material.  I 
enjoyed  long  visits  with  family  and 
friends  and  told  them  all  about  the 
Desert  Botanical  Garden.  Before  I 
knew  it,  it  was  time  to  return  to  the 
United  States,  to  my  family,  and  to 
the  Garden.  It  was  an  unforgettable 
trip,  and  I  only  wish  everyone  could 
have  been  with  me  to  share  the 
beauty  of  my  country. 
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Fleischer  Propagation 
Center  Completed 

With  the  completion  of  a  new  propa¬ 
gation  facility  the  Garden  will  be  able 
to  improve  the  management  of  our 
plant  collection  through  the  propaga¬ 
tion  of  new  plant  collections  as  well 
as  the  rehabilitation  of  ailing  plants. 
The  new  facility,  funded  with  a  grant 
from  Morton  and  Donna  Fleischer, 
consists  of  two  large  greenhouses 
and  adjacent  work  buildings  with 
bench  space,  seed  storage,  and  a 
large  outdoor  area.  Included  in  this 
area  is  a  place  for  maintaining  popu¬ 
lations  of  rare  and  endangered  plants 
with  provisions  for  cultivating  new 
populations  of  these  species. 

Getting  ready  to  move  the  plants 
from  the  old  propagation  area  to  the 
new  facility  was  a  major  project  in 
itself.  Each  of  the  nearly  3000  individ¬ 
ual  plants  was  inspected,  checked 
for  proper  identification,  and  invento¬ 
ried  so  it  could  be  entered  into  the 
Garden’s  new  computerized  data 
base.  Having  an  accurate  inventory 
will  allow  us  to  do  a  needs  assess¬ 
ment  to  determine  which  plants  need 
to  be  propagated. 

Spaces  within  the  new  propagation 
area  were  identified  in  advance  for 
the  placement  of  the  plants.  Several 
benches  have  been  dedicated 
specifically  to  the  horticultural  and 
propagation  needs  of  the  endan¬ 
gered  plants  that  are  part  of  our  joint 
program  with  the  Center  for  Plant 
Conservation.  To  prepare  for  the 
move  itself,  the  new  irrigation  system 
was  tested  and  all  new  hoses  were 
set  in  place.  Two  benches  were  set 
up  in  advance,  as  well  as  a  work 
bench  in  the  potting  area  of  the  sup¬ 
port  building  to  take  care  of  any

plants  that  might  fall  during  the  move 
and  to  store  any  cuttings  that  might 
break  off. 

Only  one  life  form  was  moved  at  a 
time,  one  bench  at  a  time.  Members 
of  the  horticultural  staff  were  in  place 
to  supervise  all  aspects  of  the  move: 
in  the  old  propagation  area  monitor¬ 
ing  the  plants  during  transit,  waiting 
to  place  plants  as  they  arrived  in  the 
new  area,  checking  accession  tags 
at  the  old  location,  and  verifying  them 
again  at  the  new  area.  Plants  that 
had  been  maintained  in  sunny  areas 
were  tagged  on  the  north  side  and 
relocated  with  the  same  orientation. 

As  you  can  see,  moving  the  propa¬ 
gation  collection  was  a  major 
undertaking  that  required  close  coor¬ 
dination  between  the  collections 
department,  facilities  and  mainte¬ 
nance  department  and  volunteer  hor¬ 
ticulture  aids.  Organizing  the  move 
involved  months  of  preparation  and 
documentation,  but  the  actual  mov¬ 
ing  was  done  in  just  a  few  days.

The  Arizona  Heritage  Fund  is  a  non¬ 
partisan  alliance  of  90  organizations 
statewide  that  has  submitted  an  ini¬ 
tiative  that  will  appear  on  the  Number 
6  ballot  as  Proposition  200.  If 
approved,  the  Initiative  will  establish 
a  $20  million  Arizona  Heritage  Fund 
with  monies  coming  from  the  undes¬ 


ignated  portion  of  the  Arizona  Lottery. 
It  would  be  administered  by  the 
Arizona  Game  &  Fish  Commission 
and  the  Arizona  State  Parks  Board. 

The  purpose  of  Proposition  200  is  to 
use  these  funds  specifically  for  state 
park  restoration  and  acquisition, 
wildlife  protection,  environmental 
education,  cultural  and  historic 
preservation,  and  trails.  If  you  have

Awards  and  Acclaim 
for  the  DBG 

Valley  Forward  Awards 

The  Desert  Botanical  Garden 
received  the  President’s  Award  for 
special  achievement  in  environmen¬ 
tal  excellence,  the  top  honor  in  the 
Valley  Forward  Association’s  10th 
Annual  Environmental  Excellence 
Program. 

In  presenting  the  award  before  an 
audience  of  700  people  at  the 
Phoenician  Resort  on  June  22,  Valley 
Forward  President  Larry  Lazarus 
praised  the  Garden  for  raising  com¬ 
munity  awareness  about  the  beauty 
of  our  desert  and  for  the  excellence 
and  purpose  of  its  varied  programs. 
The  Garden  also  received  a  second 
award,  in  the  Historic  Preservation 
category,  for  the  restoration  of 
Webster  Auditorium. 

IMS  Grant 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the 
Desert  Botanical  Garden  has  been 
awarded  a  grant  of  $75,000  from  the 
Institute  for  Museum  Services  for 
general  operating  support.  The 
awards  ceremony,  held  at  the  White 
House  on  May  18  to  commemorate 
International  Museum  Day,  was 
hosted  by  Mrs.  George  Bush.  The 


Garden  is  the  only  museum  in  the 
Valley  to  receive  an  IMS  award  this 
year. 

Daphne  Wood  Murray,  director  of  the 
Institute  for  Museum  Services, 
announced  that  there  were  1368 
museum  applicants  for  the  1990 
award  and  the  Desert  Botanical 
Garden  was  one  of  only  390  recipi¬ 
ents.  “In  this  era  of  decreases  in  pri¬ 
vate  contributions  to  museums, 
fundraising  for  general  operating 
support  is  one  of  the  most  difficult 
tasks  museums  face,”  Murray  said. 
“These  IMS  awards  help  open  the 
doors,  turn  on  the  lights,  pay  salaries 
and  act  as  a  stamp  of  approval  to 
assist  museums  with  their  other 
fundraising  efforts.” 

These  highly  competitive  awards  are 
made  through  a  peer  review  process 
and  are  based  on  an  institution’s 
leadership  in  using  its  resources  to 
exceed  professional  museum  stan¬ 
dards.  Award  amounts  are  equal  to 
10  percent  of  a  museum’s  operating 
budget  to  a  maximum  of  $75,000.  In 
accepting  the  grant  award  Dr.  Robert 
Breunig,  the  Garden’s  executive 
director,  noted  that  it  signifies  that  the 
Desert  Botanical  Garden’s  collections 
and  programs  are  held  in  high  regard 
by  our  peers.

DBG  Benefactress 

Opal  Oyaas,  who  made  the  lead  gift 
to  establish  the  Garden’s  Endowment 
Fund,  died  July  2  in  Phoenix.  The  fund 
has  grown  since  it  was  established  in 
1985,  with  additional  gifts  and  careful 
management  over  the  years  by  former 
trustees  Robert  Mueller  and  L.  Roy 
Papp.

Memorial  Program 
Offered 

The  Desert  Botanical  Garden  has 
established  a  new  memorial  gift  pro¬ 
gram  called  Memorial  Trees.  This 
program  was  developed  in  response 
to  numerous  requests  from  Garden 
members  and  friends. 

A  memorial  contribution  of  $250  will 
reserve  the  endowment  of  one  of  the 
lovely  trees  recently  planted  on 
Ullman  Terrace.

Rodney  Engard 

The  Garden  lost  a  good  friend  with 
the  passing  of  Rodney  Engard  on 
April  25,  1990.  Rodney  was  the 
director  of  the  Desert  Botanical 
Garden  from  1976  to  1978.  He  left 
the  Garden  to  complete  his  educa¬ 
tion,  and  went  on  to  become  the  first 
director  of  the  Tucson  Botanical 
Gardens. 

Although  he  was  an  excellent  admin¬ 
istrator,  his  first  love  was  the  botani¬ 
cal  exploration  of  Arizona  and  north¬ 
ern  Mexico.  The  DBG  Herbarium 
collection  includes  many  fine  quality 
specimen  sheets  that  attest  to  the 
outstanding  field  work  Rodney  car¬ 
ried  out  in  the  southwestern  deserts 
of  Arizona  and  little-known  areas 
throughout  Chihuahua,  Coahuila, 
Zacatecas,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Sinaloa 
and  Sonora  in  Mexico.  He  had  an 
eye  for  recognizing  atypical  plants, 
and  he  was  able  to  discern  unusual 
individuals  or  populations  of  plants. 
The  value  of  our  herbarium  collection 
was  greatly  increased  by  the  speci¬ 
mens  collected,  processed  and 
deposited  by  Rodney  Engard. 

We  are  also  fortunate  to  have 
received  the  extensive  field  notes 
and  collections  he  was  not  able  to 
process  but  which  will  be  added  to 
the  herbarium  by  the  curator  along 
with  numerous  books,  journals,  cura¬ 
torial  supplies  and  a  personal  herbar¬ 
ium  cabinet. 

But  there  was  much  more  to  Rodney 
Engard  than  just  scientific  and 
administrative  skills.  He  was  a  sensi¬ 
tive  and  caring  person  who  had  a 
special  gift  for  bringing  out  the  best 
in  people.  Because  he  welcomed 
new  ideas  there  were  many  “firsts” 
during  his  tenure  at  the  Garden — the 
first  Luminaria  event,  the  first  Spring 
Plant  Sale,  the  first  display  of  rare 
botanical  prints,  and  the  first  chil¬ 
dren’s  workshop. 

Despite  his  illness,  he  still  had  time  to 
listen  and  give  encouragement  to 
others.  He  encouraged  a  friend  who 
was  reluctant  to  return  to  school 
because  she  thought  it  would  be  a 
waste  of  time  “at  her  age.”  “No  one 
has  a  guarantee  on  time,”  Rodney 
said,  “and  nothing  learned  is  ever  a 
waste!” 


Paths  and  Signs  to  be 
Improved  for  Visitors 

The  final  portion  of  Phase  One  of  the 
Garden’s  master  plan  involves 
improvement  to  the  existing  trail  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  core  garden.  Working  with 
us  on  this  project  is  The  Planning 
Center,  a  consulting  firm  that  special¬ 
izes  in  planning  and  research  involv¬ 
ing  studies  in  urban  design  and  land¬ 
scape  horticulture.  Russ  Greey, 
project  manager,  and  Christine 
TenEyck,  bring  experience  in  plan¬ 
ning  desert  communities  and  land¬ 
scape  architecture  to  the  process  of 
developing  the  elements  of  an 
improved  trail  system. 

DGB  exhibits  coordinator  Ruth  Green¬ 
house  is  the  staff  liaison  for  this  pro¬ 
ject,  working  closely  with  Kathleen 
Socolofsky,  representing  the  educa¬ 
tion  department,  Cesar  Mazier  and 
Judy  Mielke  for  the  collections  depart¬ 
ment,  Liz  Ecker,  curator  of  collections, 
and  Robert  Gregoire,  facilities  man¬ 
ager.  Input  from  the  entire  staff  was 
solicited  throughout  the  early  stages 
of  the  planning  process. 

Among  the  improvements  being  con¬ 
sidered  for  this  project  are:  resurfac¬ 
ing  all  the  core  trails  with  the  goal  of 
creating  a  main  loop  trail  that  leads 
to  all  other  destination  points  and 
trailheads;  making  interior  trails  less 
formal,  perhaps  narrower  than  the 
main  loop;  creating  shade  islands 
and  rest  areas  with  benches,  seating 
walls  and  adding  more  drinking  foun¬ 
tains;  designing  special  pull-offs  for 
photo  opportunities;  increasing  path 
lighting  for  evening  events;  and 
replacing  all  the  existing  temporary 
sign  within  the  Garden,  in  the  parking 
lot  and  along  the  entry  drive. 

A  great  deal  of  planning  is  going  into 
the  development  and  design  of 
museum-quality  interpretive  signage 
for  the  main  Garden  trail.  The  educa¬ 
tion  department  is  evaluating  how  to 
best  provide  information  about  desert 
ecology,  plants  and  animals,  and  the 
way  people  adapt  to  desert  condi¬ 
tions.  These  special  interpretive 
signs  will  be  informative  and  add 
character  to  the  Garden.  Members 
who  are  interested  in  underwriting  the 
cost  of  a  sign  may  contact  Sherry 
New  Gillespie  in  the  Development 
office  for  additional  information. 
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Gary  Nabhan  Receives 
Major  Research  Grants 


Prestigious  national 
grant  awards  to 
Dr.  Gary  Nabhan 
recognize  the 
significance  of  the 
Garden's  research 
programs. 

Dr.  Gary  Nabhan,  the  Garden’s  assis¬ 
tant  director  for  research  and  collec¬ 
tions,  has  received  two  major 
national  research  grants  for  his  work 
at  the  Garden. 

In  July  he  was  awarded  a  prestigious 
MacArthur  Fellowship  in  the  amount 
of  $245,000  over  a  five  year  period. 
The  John  D.  and  Catherine  T.  Mac¬ 
Arthur  Foundation,  based  in  Chicago, 
makes  grants  to  talented  individuals 
in  any  field  of  endeavor. 

In  August,  Dr.  Nabhan  was  selected 
as  one  of  ten  environmental  scientists 
to  receive  a  grant  of  $150,000  over  a 
three  year  period  from  the  Pew 
Charitable  Trust  through  the  Pew 
Scholars  Program.  The  Pew  Scholar 
grants  are  flexible  and  open  ended 
to  encourage  environmental  scien¬ 
tists  to  follow  diverse  paths  and  take 
creative  risks. 

Gary  Nabhan  is  the  only  person  to 
be  recognized  by  both  these  presti¬ 
gious  national  foundations.  “The 
Desert  Botanical  Garden  is  ex¬ 
tremely  pleased  and  excited  that 
Gary  has  received  this  recognition,” 
said  Dr.  Robert  Breunig.  “It  reflects 
upon  him  as  a  scholar  and  the  truly 
pioneering  work  he  has  done  in 
desert  ethnobotany.” 

The  Garden  has  been  pleased  to 
support  Dr.  Nabhan’s  research  for  the 
past  four  years.  In  an  era  when  many 
scholars  become  very  narrowly 
focused,  Nabhan’s  work  has  demon¬ 
strated  enormous  breadth  of  vision. 
He  is  also  the  author  of  three  major 
books:  The  Desert  Smells  Like  Rain, 
Enduring  Seeds,  and  Gathering  the 
Desert,  winner  of  the  John  Burroughs 
Medal  for  nature  writing.  He  is  cur¬ 
rently  on  a  one  year  sabbatical  to 
complete  ongoing  research  and  writ¬ 
ing  projects.

New  Faces  at  the 
Garden 

Research  ecologists  Dr.  Joe  McAul- 
iffe  and  Dr.  Laura  Jackson  recently 
joined  the  Garden  staff  to  work  on 
projects  to  restore  degraded  desert 
areas  in  Phoenix  and  nearby  aban¬ 
doned  farmlands.  Inside  a  fenced 
area  near  Barnes  Butte  in  Papago 
Park,  Joe  and  Laura  will  be  trying  to 
document  the  causes  of  the  declin¬ 
ing  numbers  of  saguaros,  paloverde 
trees  and  other  plant  populations. 
Among  the  possible  causes  being 
studied  are  climate  changes,  preda¬ 
tion  by  rabbits,  and  off-road  bike  traf¬ 
fic  in  this  desert  preserve.  With  the 
support  of  a  grant  from  the  Jessie 
Smith  Noyes  Foundation,  the  goal  of 
this  program  is  revegetation  and 
restoration  in  the  study  area  that  will 
serve  as  a  prototype  in  other 
degraded  desert  areas.

The  quarterly  16-page  Bulletin  and 
the  bi-annual  Agave  Magazine  are 
being  consolidated  into  a  new  24- 
page  quarterly  for  the  new  fiscal 
year,  which  began  October  1.  This 
new  publication  will  contain  more 
information  about  staff  and  volunteer 
activities,  Garden  programs,  our 
research  and  conservation  efforts, 
horticultural  information,  and  a  spe¬ 
cial  section  for  children.
